"I will got out of this town if I have to row 
myself.* Finally a man was found who offered 
to take him in a skiff to Parkeraburg for 
$2:>. 


Hie trunk was put in tho bow, two rowers sat 
arnidahip, and 'Qath" was in the stern smok- 
ing his cigar. The boat • went across half a 
mile of submerged lots, passed ovor a railroad 
track, tho telegraph wires of which were only 
viaiblo at tho polus, a,nd 'Was sent whirling 
down tho desolate busiuess street, under tho 
eves of a forlorn people driven into the upper 
Htoriiij, till the wharf, or ita former site, was 
reached, and then the boat—the solitary thing 
with life ou that river—passed among tho ico-

river in places was a mile wide; all the inlands 
including Blenuerhassott's, below Parkur»- 
burg, wore ilooded out and.woro mere woods 
standing up in a sea of muddy waves; for the 
wind wab beating up against the current. 
Houses Jalong the former shore seemed in the 
middle of the river. Wild duck alone woro on- 
joying it, as they Hew and piped over the 
farmers' swimming stacks. A single steam- 
boat waa tied up to oak trees on an Island. The 
Hkhf had to be bailed with & bam shovel every 
fifteen minutes. Parkersburg waa reached in 
just one hour aud a half, and the first nows ol 
the losses at Marietta was obtained by people 
wiiiting there, but unable to got up to thoii 
friends. Tha passengers -west of Parkers- 
burg had to bo taken in scows across a bad 
breach in the little Kanawha. The loduoa iu 
tha west, ho says, may amount to millions.

acre, while they, on. their rich new land, 
gather-only eleven bushels." 
But the 


average yield of wheat in New York in 
the best wheat districts in the western 
part of tho State has now increased to 
over twenty bushels per acre and is 
rapidly rising. 
And this increase will 


and must become larger and larger as 
the soil becomes . richer by more liberal 
manuring and better cultivation, until 
it approaches or surpasses the large yield 
of English farms, where a common re- 
turn is equal to forty bushels to the 
acre. 


Land may be too' rich for wheat. 
It 


will not do to laugh at the Iowa farmers1 
because they raise but eleven bushels to 
the acre when they can turn the laugh 
upon their competitors by pointing to 
their magnificent corn fourteen or six- 
teen feet high. But the soil may be too 
rich even for corn, and force this gigan- 
tic growth of stalk without adequate 
yield of grain. And this is the reason 
to a large extent for the low average 
yield of wheat in the new rich prairie 
States. 
This, however, does -not apply 


to the worn soils of eastern fcrfms, which 
have been under cultivation for many 
years. Here a course of rehabilitation 
must be pursued. And it is always a 
slower process to build up than to pull 
down. Things fall of thoir own weight, 
but when they arc to be lifted up energy 
of force must be applied. Besides, hi 
growing crops much indirect and inter- 
vening work must be done before we can 
touch the point we aim at. And this is 
true in growing wheat. 


Wheat requires that every element of 


its substance be supplied in the soil. 
.There may be abundance of lime, potash, 
phosphoric acid and magnesia, but if 
t,he 


nitrogen be deficient the yield will be 
emalL In tike manner if nitrogen be 
abundant and the minerals be delicient, 
there may be a large growth of straw but 
a small product of grain. Many a farmer 
has richly manured his land, hoping to 
get a large crop, but has seen his hopes 
laid low by the lodging of the grain 
from exuberance, but yet weakness, 
of the straw. 
And 
on 
this 
ac- 


count wheat cannot be grown most suc- 
cessfully, except under a, system of high 
feeding of cattle, through which the soil 
is also highly fed, ana by the use of 
fertilizers. England has imported mill- 
.ions of tons of special fertilizers for use 
in her wheat fields, and the large yield 
of fifty or sixty bushels per acre has 
been produced only .by the liberal use of 
those fertilizers - and- by the equally 
liberal employment of imported artificial 
feeding stufi's, as oil-cakes of various 
kinds, by which large quantities of 


Hands of yonir,' calves have been sent 
from New York and Pennsylvania to the. 
Westduringpust years to be reared and 
fatted. v- The competition with the native 
western calves led to the discovery that 
the young ;creatures, carried with'them 
g^ernas'bt' themostfatal.disordersand the 
State Governments were appealed to to 
stop the traffic. 
Fortunately these inno- 


cent calves can be fed at" home more 
profitably than they can be sold to the 
western feeders, and in the feeding of 
them farmers may not only make money 
but .may so improve their farms as to 
greatly increase their productiveness in 
the great staple crop of wheat—N. Y. 
Tillies. 


Celestial Distances. 


I think the subject that I am to bring 


before you is an interesting one. I know 
of nothing in'the whole range of science 
that more thoroughly illustrates the 
power and reach of the human mind than 
this—the reaching out into infinity, as 
astronomical science has done, and 
measuring the dimensions and distances 
of the heavenly bodies about us. It sat- 
isfies the appetite for knowing, and that 
is just as much a part of us as the appe- 
tite for eating, and a more noble part. 
The better part of us grows by learning, 
just as the material part of us does Sy 
taking food. The eye does hunger once 
in a while to look up and try to get hold 
of the methods and principles by means 
of which astronomers and others have 
come to the knowledge that they possess 
of the worlds about us. 


.Of course I need not tell any of you 


that you live on a little ball of water and 
rock, which is not hung in space, as the 
geographies tell us—no more hung than 
the ball that has been struck by the bat of 
a ball-player—but rushing through space 
with a velocity more than fifty limes as 
great as any ball. The ball on which 
we live is moving around the sun, and 
moving in tho same way as the earth we 
find eight larger planets, four of which 
are conspicuous. 
Now, we have been 


able to make out pretty certainly the 
size and dimensions of our own earth. 
That is not so very difficult. 
We have 


reached out further, and now wo are 
able to tell with considerable accuracy 
very nearly how far away and how large 
the sun is. We are trying to reach out 
for the stars. 
We cannot tell exactly, 


how far they may be, but we know that 
our nearest neighbors are at a most tre- 
mendous distance—beyon'd the reach of 
human conception. The earth is about 
8,000 miles in diameter. 
If you could 


make .a straight railroad around the 
equator it would take just twenty-six 
.days to make the circuit of it, at forty 
miles.an. hour, without any change of 
stations.". No practical means of con- 
iveyance will take you around in less 
than three months. Then the moon, our 
next neighbor, is about thirty times as 
far away as the earth's diameter—about 
240,000 miles. That is not very incon- 
ceivable. Then when we come to the 
sun, 
we find its distance is about four 


hundred times as great as that of the 
moon—about 95,000,000of miles. 


Those figures mean nothing until you 


take an illustration. 
Take a railroad

question of the deepest interest to 
American farmers if they can profitably 
follow the. practices' oi tho English 
farmers and whether smaller yields 
grown with less high culture may not be 
more profitable. It ia not always the 
largest yields that produces the most 
clear profit, and tfiia applies to the 
western farmers, who can better afford 
to grow ten or fiften bushels of wheat to 
the acre by scratching over their corn 
stubble with a harrow and sowing the 
seeds in this chenp manner than by pro- 
ducing twice as much with more costly 
cultivation by the dear labor which they, 
would be forced to employ. 
It is not 


safe or wise to laugh at another man's, 
ways or methods until we can put our-i 
selves into his place and see with his eyes.:' 


Tho problem, before every ..farmer 


whose land has passed its freshness and' 
inherited our natural fertility is how to' 
make .the itost from it at the least ex-, 
pense. This is business. And farming; 
is a close and exacting business which 
tries the patience and the skill of tho 
farmer, for it is subject to a thousand 
difficulties and vicissitudes which must 
all be met and overcome. And as re-; 
gards wheat-growing, he has to consider 
how ho can arrange the business of the. 
farm so as to make wheat the leading 
crop, and then to secure the largest yield 
by the most skillful-cultivation. 
Xhero 


can be no doubt .that .the only way in. 
which this is to be done is to feed stock,. 
even if some grain food is to be pur-' 
chased; to make manure; to grow heavy! 
crops of grass and clover and corn, and! 
perhaps make use of the system of en- 
silage to cure the corn, which then should' 
be grown for fodder and not for grain. 
A large quantity 'of fodder is indispensa- 
ble, 
because this cannot be purchased, 


If Uvent3r-iive tons or more of green, fod-' 
der com can be produced upon an acre 
of land no.other crop can possibly com-, 
pete with it in value, and if this can bo 
preserved in a silo at a low cost no other 
-method of curing can compete with that.: 
If forty acres ot land can be made to 
produce '1,000 tons of the best k'ind of, 
fodder, it is very easy to see that ISO- 
head- of stock cattle can be fed for six or. 
seven, months upon it, and that .the flesh; 
and fat put upon these animals by this, 
feeding, helped by'a few tons of corn and' 
cotton-seed meal," will produce u very' 
large income, of which nearly the whole, 
will be profit, besides, there will be atr 
enormous quantity of manure of thorich-; 
est kindmade, which, put upon the corn' 
stubble in September, will be able to pro- 
duce a very respectable crop of wheat. 
There is no question, and never has 
been, as regards the profit of feeding, 
cattle or sheep when rightly done. Tho 
practice of feeding has been reduced to 
an exact thing. One pound or more of: 
llosh or fat can be put upon the carcass1 


of a beef every day if it is of the right, 
age and well fed. 


The future: of .the live stock business 


at the present time is very promising for 
the feeding of cattle upon farms which 
offers handsome profits without the risks 
which accompany western cattle-graz- 
ing. 
But one special point needs to be 


carefully considered... This, is that feed- 
ing old or full-grown stock is only throw-, 
ing away feed. This has been so clearly 
shown of late years as to admit of no 
doubt whatever. A statement made at 
the recent fat stock show at Chicago, 
showed this in the clearest manner. 
A; 


from the earth to the sun, with a train 
running forty miles an hour without 
stops, and it would take about 2C5 years 
and a little over to make the journey. 
So that, if the first settlers of this coun- 
try, at the time they started from the 
mother countiy, had they started from 
the sun by this railroad they would 
be just about reaching this country 
now. But very few of them could have, 
afforded it, for even at a cent a mile the 
fare would have been $930,000. You 
see? There are very few people, even 
in New York, that could afford to. go to 
the sun at that rate of cheap fare. But 
when we come to consider the nearest 
star, whose is distance tyvo hundred thou- 
sand times as great, we can do nothing 
with it, even in our imagination. If we 
should count the money that it would 
take fora railroad journey to it, even at 
a cent a mile, it would come to two hun- 
dred thousand millions of dollars—a- 
hundred times the amount of the Na- 
tional debt of the United States. I do 
not suppose there is money enough in 
the world to pay the fare of one person. 
The credit of this illustration, however, 
is due to an English gentleman.—Prof, 
Young, in N. 1.
